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TEL AVIV, March 30 (Abodes) — 
Israeli troops fired on demonstradng Palesti- 
nians on the West Bank Tuesday and a hai^ 
grenade exploded in west Jerus^ni as hun- 
dreds of thousands of Arabs in Israel itself 
were observing the sixth anniversary of Land 
Day when six Arabs were IdUed duiing riot- 
ing over confiscation of their land. 

The one-day strike shut down the whole of 
the West Bank and Israeli occiq^tion forces 
said two Israeli soldiers were injured in- 
stone-throwing by Arabs in the Kalandiya 
refugee camp near Ramallah. Several Arabs 
have been arrested. 

The work stoppage, for the past 12 days, is 
also to protest the Israeli. dismissal of tb^ 
mayors supporting the Palestine Liberation 
Organization.

TUNIS, March 30 (R) — The agitation 
on the occupied West Bank could not only 
become a general future of Arab ter- 
ritories occupied Israel, but could also 
continue for a long time, Arab league 
Secretary-General Chadli Klibi said 
Tuesday. 

Before the opening later Tuesday of a 
special Arab League foreign 'ministers 
meeting here. Klibi told reporters the ses- 
sion “was a demonstration of moral sup-, 
port of the Arab worid for the struggle 
against Israel by the population of the 
occupied territories.'’ 

He said the meeting, caDed at the 
request of the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization (PLO), “can serve to draw up 
effective and continuous support of the 
Arab nation for the Palestine combat.” 


Eyewitnesses reported that in the northern 
town of Jenin, soldieia tried to break the 
strike by forcing open stores. 

In GdSee, roads were blocked with burn- 
ing tires and a Palestinian flag was hoisted in 
the village of Bakka El-Jarbiya. In the pre- 
dominanCly Arab town Nazareth, the mayor's 
wife, Mrs. Zaid, was arrested for incitement 
but released aher a few hours, security 
sources said. They also reported that 20 
Palestinians were being held in Nablus. 

Eyewitnesses said Arabs staged a massive 
protest rally in the central Israeli village of 
Taibeh, where the strike was virtually total. 
Chanting Palestinian nationalist slogans, they 
marched peacefully, but later police said 10 
Arabs were arrested for throwing stones and 
inciting' violence. Deputy Inspector Yoram 
Niv told the Associated Press by telephone 
■that six policemen and five Arabs were hurt 
in a Wolent protest in Jaljuliya, 13 kms south 
of here. 

Niv said 18 Arabs were arrested at Jal- 
jufiya, and 10 were taken into custody at 
nearl^ Kfar Qassem for blocking the road, 
burning-tires and throwing stones. 

Sho^'sdiools and offices in west Beirut 
and other, parts of Lebanon were closed 
Tuesday in • response to a Palestinian- 
Leban^ nationalist call for a general strike 
to mark “Land Da/'. Similar protests have 
been .announced in Syria and Jordan. This 
year the Palestinians and their allies are using 
the occadon to express solidarity with the 
people of the We^ Bank and Gaza Strip, 
where ei^t Arabs have been shot dead in 
recent dashes with Israeli occupation forces. 

Shops and offices observed the strike caD in 
west ]^irut, though government offices were 
open. .• 

In Aqoman. a Jordanian minister Tuesday 
reiterat^ .an offidal warning to prosecute 
and impose mandator^' death sentences on 
any citizro of the Israeli occupied West Bank 
cooperatntg with the Israeli administration.

TAIF, March 30 — The biggest-ever 
convention of Arab businessmen and gov- 
ernment officials got to a ro'using start when 
it was formally opened by governor of 
Makkah, Prince Majed bin Abdul Aziz, at 
the Massarah Hotel here Tuesday. The 
governor said the convention was a good 
opportunity to create a better climate of 
understanding spurring them to greater 
, achievements in commerce and industry.

vention. He said the first sessions would be 
devoted to examining the legal framework 
governing investments in the Arab World 
on a couDtiy-by-countiy basis. 

In the morning deliberations, the 600- 
odd partidpants were treated to presenta- 
tions of a technical nature by repr^nta- 
tives of the three bodies jointly holding the 
conference-tbe Arab League, Union of 
Arab Chambers of Commerce, and the 
Inter-Arab Investment Guarantee Corpo- 
ration. 

Before throwing open the deliberations 
to a questioD-and-answer session between 
investors and government officials overse- 
eing such investment activities, Abdul Has- 
. san Zalzalah, assistant secretary — generd 


of the Arab League for economic affairs. 
Dr. Elias T. Ghantus, and Saeed Burhan 
AI-Di Jani, president of the Union of Arab 
Chambers, gave a broad review of the rules 
pertaining to investment in the Arab world. 
W^e examining the investment climate in 
the region, he also dwelt on what was 
expected of the private Arab businessmen 
entering the field. 

The evening sessions were devoted to a 
dialogue between government officials 
including heads of investment institutions, 
and Arab businessmen who have already 
placed their chips on development projects 
in Arab countries and those interested in 
doing so. 

Later discussions will focus on invest- 
ment opportunities in some of the most 
promising countries where it could go to 
work in fitful way. Toward this end, con- 
vention organizers have chosen six coun- 
tries to describe their experiences on 
investment. The countries are: Somlia, 
Yemen, Morocco, Jordan, Tunica, and 
Sudan. Presumably the government offi- 
cials of these countries will describe in some 
detail the liberal laws governing investment 
and the facilities they have to offer by way | 
of resources, technical manpower and 
infirastructure.

Iraq army retreats 
from major front 


Schmidt hails accord 


EEC agrees on job plan 


PARIS, March 30 (Agencies) — Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein Tuesday ordered 
the Fourth Brigade of his army to retreat 
from the central sector of the Iran-lraq bat- 
tlefront “for defensive reasons" after 18 
months of fighting. 

In a message to the Brigade, reported by 
the Iraqi News Agency INA monitored here. 
President Hussein told the troops to “feel no 
bitterness over voluntarily abandoning ter- 
ritory .... which we had no intention of keep- 
ing and occupied for defensive purposes 
alone." 

The decision — “which will not affect Ira- 
q's determination to pursue the combats 
imposed on it by Iran" — was taken, he said, 
after the Fourth Brigade's attacks had “suc- 
ceeded in baiting the Iranian offensive." 

He warned t^ troops that this decision 
would be interpreted by Iran as “a great vic- 
tory" in the war, “although Iranian losses are 
very heavy and that Iranian troops are still 
fighting on their own territory." He said Iraqi 
troops still held five Iranian towns and many 
others were “within Iraqi artillery ran^." 

Iran has ann ounced a major offensive in 
the Shusb-De^ul sector in Western Iran and 
claims it has recaptured Iranian territory pre- 
viously occupied by Iraqi troops. 


Tehran radio,' monitored in Lon^n,_^id 
Iranian forces had smashed three Iraqi d'M- 
sions and recaptured more than 2.000 square 
kms of territory in its offensive in areas 
around the city of Dezful. The Iranian news 
agency IRNA said about 15,000 Iraqis had 
been captured in the three-stage offensive, 
which began eight days ago and which it 
described as the biggest military' push in the 
IS-month-old Gulf war. 

Tehran radio quoted a military communi- 
que as saying that 660 tanks and armored 
personnel carriers had been destroyed. A 
furhter 165 artillery pieces, several SAM 
misitiles. and a few ground-to-ground missiles 
had been captured, it said. It added that the 
Abu Qarih oil wells, which it described 
among the biggest in Khuzestan, has been 
recaptured. 

Meanwhile, The Washinpon Post quoted 
'intelligence reports reaching the U.S. capital 
os saying that Iranian troops had smashed 
three Iraqi divisions in the offensive, which it 
said had left Baghdad's invading militaiy 
forces in disarray. 

A Pentagon official said he had seen 
nothing to suggest such a defeat, but added: 
“On balance, the Iranians seem to be gening 
the best of it."

But he said that the EEC was going through 
difficult times and the 10 member states 
needed to act together. 

West Germany, backed mainly by Britain, 
Belgium and the Netherlands, continued to 
argue that monetary stability and the fight 
against inflation are the best ways of giving 
business the confidence to invest. France and 
Denmark put the emphasis on economic 
recovery. 

On foreien affairs, the summit aereed to. 


present a joint attitude toward the U.S. and 
Japan at the summit of industrialized coun- 
tries to be held at Versailles, outside Paris, in 
June. 'They agreed to urge the U.S. to lower 
its interest rates, but Germany and Britain 
remained sceptical about the usefulness of 
such a move by the EEC. 

They also repeated their insistence that 
Japan should make its market more open to 
European exports, but Germany made it 
clear that it does not favor economic sane

prehensive view free from errors. 

The media further dealt with Prince PahcTs 
fira retort to those who speak about the 
Kingdom from a distance and r^ned to his 
invitation to them to come to Saudi Arabia to 
see how the whole country has been turned 
into a workshop for the people's welfare. 

The Arab and foreign me^ commended 
Prince Fahd’s Statement on energy and the 
lUngdom's commitment toward the interna- 
tional society. They highlighted his statement 
that the Kin^om’s ofl pr^uction is at pres- 
ent seven m&lion barrels per day de^ite its 
capability of producing 11 million barrels 
bpd. The media appreciated his statement on 
the Kingdom's commitment to maintain a 
balance between the reasonable prices and 
appropriate production ratios, and said that 
OPECs reduced production would help in 
containing the oil ^ut in the world market, 
which, according to Prince Fahd’s expecta- 
tions, wiU end within two or three months.

Study group urges U.S.-PLO talks 


NEW YORK, March 30 (AP) — The 
United States should reassess its Middle East 
polides, begin talks with the Palestme Liber- 
ation Organization and stop viewing the 
Soviet Union as a threat to foe region, accord- 
ing to a report released Monday by the 
American Friends Service Committee. 

**’nie Reagan administration's exagger- 
ated perception of foe Soviet threat in foe 
Middle East has underscored a widely-held 
belief that the new administration has little 
Middle East foreign policy beyond arms 
transfers," said Everett Mendelsohn, piind- 
pal author of foe new AFSC book. 

Mendeteohn, a Harvard University profes- 
sor, led an AFSC working party of five that 
produced foe report based on a year of 
"intensive discussions" and travel in the reg- 
ion. At a Manhattan news conference, two 
members of the working party also warned 


that until foe question of Palestinian auton- 
omy was addressed, there would be no peace 
in foe region. 

Gail I^essberg, diredor of Middle East 
programs for foe Philadelphia-based Quaker 
Organization, said peace would be ** Very dif- 
fiedt or impofflble" to obtain if the Israelis 
continued their current policies toward the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Meanwhile, in Beirut. Palestinian Libera- 
tion Organization (PLO) Chairman Yasser 
Arafat conferred Monday with a 1 0-member 
British parliamentary delegation on a Middle 
East tour. 

The delegation, consisting of members of 
both tbe ruling Conservative and the opposi- 
tion Labor ^rt^. promised Arafat they 
would raise foe issue of Palestine in parlia- 
ment on their return home. Wafa added. Tbe 
delegation visited West Bank and Gaza Strip. 


RABAT, March 30 (Agencies) Mdto<^ 
and the Comoro Islands have agreed a special 
African summit should be convened to solw 
the current crisis in the Organization of Afri- 
can Unity (OAU), a joint communique has 
said. 

The communique was issued at the end of a 
visit by the Moroccan Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affeirs Abdul Haq Tazi to the I^an 
Ocean island republic.

Iran to release 8,200 priSi^ners 


BEIRUT. March 30 (AP) Ayatollah 
KbomeinFs regime will release a total of 
8,200 prisoners by April 1 , the offidal IRNA 
news agenc>' reported Tuesday. 

The agenc>’ quoted Iran's Revolutionary 
Prosecutor Hojatoleslam Hossein Musavi as 
saying tbe prisoners would be freed within an 
amnesty coindding with the third anniversaTy 
of the establishment of Iran's Islamic 
republic. Those who will be released will 
include political detainees and criminal con- 
victs. 

Musavi said the Islamic revolutionary 
courts had tried to “enli^ten present . and 


former prisonfiB;’ ^ch as giving' foditi 
"informative and enl^htening educations, 
including Islamic as well as political studies 
during their prison terms." He claimed many 
of them had "recanted their former views." 

There are • contradictary reports • as to how 
many political prisoners Khomeini's regime 
holds. But the mam opposition group the 
Mujahedeen Khalq organization claims more 
than 30,000 political prisoners are serving 
sentences in Iranian jails. The regime, how- 
ever, claimed a few months ago that only 
between 3.000 to 4.000 political prisoners 
were being held in Iran.

BUENOS AIRES — 

Argeutina's militvy regime has announced that 
it intends to clarify the cases of thousands of Argen- 
tines who disappeared during the repression foDow- 
ing the 1 976 military coup. Tlie intention, leaked to 
the press by a top ai^ of the ministry of the interior, 
was immediately heralded by the pro-govemment 
newspaper. La Naeion, as a major initiative on the 
human rights issue. 

- The proUem of the disappeared has been of 
priority concern for human rights groups both 
within and outside Aigentina, and was one of the 
main justifications used for the arms embargo 
imposed by the Carter administration in 1977. 

Critics of the Argentine regime have never 
accepted the arguments used by the armed forces to 
justify the methods used during their war against 
left-wingguerTflla groups. Between 1 976 and 1 978, 
bands of armed men, claiming to be federal police 
or members of paramilitazy forces, took part in 
house raids, arrests and murder. 

Many of their victims were kidnapped and were 
never seen again. Relatives who, alone or with the 
help of lawyers, denounced individua] kidnap ca^ 
were informed by local police stations and army 
barracks that they had no trace of the victims. With 
most guerrillas and their sympathizers liquidated by 
1 979. the Argentine military have taken some steps 
to liberalize reginie, relaxing censorship, teeing 
political prisoners, and allowing a measure of public 
debate. 

But the opposition has remained unconvinced, 
demandmg that the government settle condusively 
the issue of the disappeared by pubiishing a fiiU list 
of the victims. They have also asked for information 
on the circumstances of their death, since it is gen- 
erally assumed that more than 6,000 Argentines 
who were either kidnapped or arrested have been 
killed since 1976. 

Opposition has been growing since last summer 
whra the Aigentme bishops issued a pastoral letter 
strongly condemning 'Mllegitunate repression*' and 
**militafy excesses'*. Ute Argentine church is tradi- 
tionally among the most consevative in Latin 
America. The outspokeo tone of the bishops’ 
statement came as a rude shock to the mflitary and 
reportedly convinced the regime that it bad to ^ve 
way sli^tiy on something that had previously been 
tabw. 

The regime's latest h uman rights initiative came a 
few days after a visit to Buenos Aires by a ‘high- 
ranking U.S. official, the assistant secretary for 
Inter-American Affairs. Thomas Enders. There 
was speculation that Enders might have made tte 
resumption of arms sales and doser cooperation 
with Argentina in Central America dependent on 
the initiative being announced. But U.S. offidals in 
Buenos Aires denied this. The Humphrey- 
Kennedy Amendment which led to the Carter arms 
embargo can be lifted if and when the U.S. 
administration certifies that human ti^ts have 
improved in Argentina. 

The administration is believed to have been pre- 
pared to do this several months ago. However, a 
deterioration of the human rights situation in 
neighboring Chile — where an arms embargo was 
also impost — has delayed a final dedsion. The 
U.S. is believed to be coocemed with not upsetting 
the balance in the southern cr«e of South America 
by resuming arms sales to one country and not the 
other. 

Human rights organizations have welcomed the 
move as a positive step forward “after years of 
ofiicial silence" , but stress that the initiative is stfll a 
vague promise ratiier than a firm commitment. 
“The regime's playing for time because it knows ^ 
pressure is on", said a local human.rights official.

Guatemala coup adds to C. America eprifusiori

GUATEMALA CITY — 

A mOitaiy coup in Guatemala has added to the 
political complexity of the turbulent Centzal 
America regfon. In a surprise move young officers, 
declaring teat elections eariier this month were 
fraudulent, deposed rightist President Romeo 
i Gai^a in a bloodless coup and installed a 
three-man jtuita to ran the country. 

The constitution was suspended, congress 
abolished and political activities banned. 
Guatemala's new rulers promised to bold general 
elections, but fixed no date, and announced meas- 
ures to halt human li^ts abuses they said were' 
committed under tee previous admioistratioa. 

Junta leader E&ain Rios Montt, 57, said the instal- 
lation of his new government in Guatemala would 
help bring peace in Central America. Honduras and 
El Salvador agreed but it was not dear how fois 
would be adiieved. The coop came shortly before 
elections in nei^boring El Salvador whlcfa the gov- 
ernment there hopes will be a first step toward 
a dv3 war which has killed some 30,000 

people.

Juhail changes dramatically to a ‘ garden city’

JUBAIL In its own feshion, the Royai 

Comroission for Jubail is making the desert 
bloom. The nearby island of Abu Ali shows 
against what challenging odds this is being 
accomplished. Pottery shards litter this 
desolate crescent-shaped island. Only 
sparse dumps of sagebrush and power 
lines strung out to the horizon break the 
monotony. Egrets and cormorants hunt at 
the seashore where mud snails nosedive and 
hermit crabs scuttle along sideways to scoop 
up sand and extract its nutrients. 

A few Idiometers south of Jubail the same 
desolation prevails. Jubsdl Is also built on 
these sand flats. How then did th^ green 
thumbs turn this site into a garden city. For 
a garden dty it certainly is: the bottentot ^ 
spreads its red blossoms along the corridor 
roads; the derondron with tiny white flow- 
ers grows sturdQy like a privet hedge; pink 
and poisonous oleander bushes peifuipe the 
air; both the common date palih and the 
exotic Indian almond tree b^ their fruit; 
the iight-green leaves of the dodonea vis- 
cosa contrast gainst the dark green of the 
ice plants, the succulent planted in the 
squares of lawn at the entrance to Camp 9. 

This greening of the sabkhas was as sudr 
den as if your TV switched overnight from 
black and white to color. ^iTjen ArshMInrs > 
visited the new industrial city three years 
a^, the only green was a hu^ spheroid 
tree, a natural landmark at the entrwce fb 
the ^rri GOSP field. There it still stands, a 
grim sentinel beside the biUows of black ' 
smoke. In the new residential areas of this 
industrial city-, however, the green is as fresb- 
and clean as ^ringtime. Plants and shrubs 
seem to grow faster than weeds.

JubaiTs Royal Commission. “Plants can't 
talk to you and tell you what Is ailing them.” 
The first priority then was to find plants that 
would feel at home and stay healthy in the 
sahy soQ. JubaiF s honiculturalists and land- 
scapers studied areas of the southwestern 
United States where the soil was similar. 
They reckoned that what thrived there 
might conceivably flourish in Jubail. Some 
of these plants and shrubs were introduced 


to Jubail Camps 7 and 8 three years egp. 

In plant survival, “the first year is criti- 
cal," said Folsom. “If any plant makes it 
through the first year, it has a good chance 
to survive.” When it has lived three years, 
the gardener can relax a little. Three years 
have now passed since the pilot landscaping 
of Camps 7 and_8. Many spet^ens have 
endured, but far ^m resting on their 
laurels, the green thumbs of Jul^ are dig- 





ging into their field. 

Their biggest problem is not the heat, but 
the salt. The recent heavy rains in Jubail 
were “a little bit of a curse.” said Folsom 
who has woiiced as a landscape architect for 
1 8 years. The steady 36 hours of downpour 
which hit Jubail around February 20 “col- 
lected the salts in the sand and wa^ed these 
round the root zone of plants.” The prob- 
lem is that aiiborne salts are not leached out 
gradually as is the case drizzly lands, but are 
flushed down to the root structure during 
storms. Slurping up this ultra-salty fluid 
quickly dehydrates the plants. Ibis hap- 
pened recently with JubaiTs oleanders. 
Although they now look dead, they will 
blossom with the warm weather, claimed 
Folsom, who got his degree from the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 

JubaiTs surprisingly effective solution to 
the problem of salinity is to turn the irriga- 
tion taps on full force as soon as rain fells. In 
this way the pernicious salt is diluted. 

Nothing is haphazard about JubaO gar- 
dening. Every plant b housed in a one- 
meter hole, filled with sweet sand and an 
organicmixofpeatmossandcattlemanure. i 
All plants are staked and wired. All are i 
irrigated. Public areas are maintained by 
the contractors and private gardens by the 
dwellers. 

In Camp 9, for instance, each house has 
its own small square of lawn with a half- 
dozen shrubs and a couple of shade trees. 
“You can't overplant," warned Folsom, 
“since you have to be careful about the rize 
of planted areas because of their water : 
needs." 

JubaiTs gardens are modest and pleasing; 
none of the ostentation of massive display. 
Instead there is just enough greenery to I 
remind one of the generosity of nature. | 
'soothe the eye, and suggest domestic tran- | 
quility. j

Colombia’s democracy threatened by ‘twin evils’

BOGOTA (LOS) — Travelers to Medel- 
lin, Colombia's second and proudest city, are 
jolted by the graffiti at the airport here. The 
sprayed scrawl says: “If you want to die —get 
you to Medellin." 

A glance at the newspapm as you await 
your flight undei;lmes the point. Plastered 
across tabloid front pages are photo- 
graphs of the latest buDet-riddled victims of 
the wave of violence sweeping a city which 
banner headlines variously describe as 
“South America's Little Chirago”, 'Murder 
GisDital. Ifetm Ameri^; and*Oty 


of the twin evils which threaten to destroy 
fragile democracy in a cruci^ 
prendeilitiaT election year: organized crime 
and subversion as represented respectively 
by the 'Colombian Connection' drug racket 
and the April 19 Movement-M-19.

Nor does anyone think that MAS*s 
executioners will continue to be deprived of 
their freedom for long or that their families 
have not already been suitably rewarded. 
MAS looks after it own and the law can usu- 
ally be bought. 

When it can't, the “mafiosa” ruthlessly sfl- 
ence it. as shown by the murders last year of 
three judges who could not be bribed out of 
pursuing foeir investigations of the drug rac- 
ket. 


Tijuana letter carriers 
struggle to deliver mail

TUUANA, Mexico (LAT) — The next 
time you’ re upset because the mail is late, just 
coQsfoer the postal plight of Tijuana resi- 
dents. Tijuana, with a population of over a 
million, claims to be the second largest city on 
the West Coast. It is also one of the most 
affluent cities in Mexico. 

Yet this growing urban area struggles along 
with just 65 letter carriers to deliver its mail 
— one carrier for every 1 5,384 people. 

To be a mailman in Tijuana you really have 
to want the job. The unofficial motto of the 
U.S. Postal ^rvice is that neither snow, nor 
rain, nor heat stops the mail from being deli- 
vered. But in Tijuana the weather can bring 
mail service grinding to a complete stop. 

“ Here, when it rains, h is often not possible 
to deliver the mail to homes on the other side 
of deep canyons or fast-running streams. In 
these situations, you wait until it stops raining 
*or until it dries," said federal Postmaster Car- 
los Paiga Alvarez. 

Even ‘m the best of weather delivering the 
mail is difficult, Parga Alvarez said. Most of 
the homes in Tijuana have addresses but 
many of them are not numbered in sequence. 

“^^at a mailman has to do is memorize 
the name of every family on that street,” the 
postmaster said. “The addresses on the let- 
ters are important, but knowing the families 
is more important.” 

Knowing the stray dogs in the neighbor- 
hood helps, too. “I think the dogs in Tijuana 
bite harder,” the postmaster said wryly. 
“Some of our men have probably had their 
pants tom off." 

Parga Alvarez, in charge of Tijuana's mail 
service for more than 1 0 years, admits the city 
is decades behind the post office in San 
Diego, with its automated sorting machines. 

While Par^ Alvarez’s tiny force of 65 car- 
riers is tracking around 60 Tijuana delivery 
routes, distributing about 65,000 pieces dt 
mail daily, San Diego's force of 702 carriers 
delivers about 1 .S million pieces of mail a 
day. 

One result of Tijuana’s laggingmail service 
is that the post office at the U.S. border com- 
munity of San Ysidio, Calif., has 5 ,1 40 boxes 
for rent. The entire city of Tijuana has only 
900 more. 

The demand is so great for personal mail- 
boxes in Tijuana that many families share 
their boxes with other families in the neigh- 
borhood who are on a waiting list to get their 
own box. 

The yearly mailbox turnover rate is only 
about 300, Parga Alvarez said. 


Tijuana residents have rented the majority 
of the mailboxes at the San Ysidro Post 
Office because they feel the service is more 
dependable and letters get to their destina- 
tion fester than in Mexico. 

Bast! Duncan, manager of customer postal 
services in San Diego, said San Ysidro resi- 
dents “sometimes get unhapp}’ with us 
because most (postal boxes) are rented to 
people who live across the border.” 

There's always a line of cars with Baja 
California license plates when the San Ysidro 
Post Office is open. A spokeswoman at foe 
San Ysidro Post Office said it handles about 
33.000 pieces of mail daily — more foan half 
the total for all of Tijuana. 

Postmaster Paiga Alvarez first seemed 
doubtful when told the number of Mexicans 
who tent boxes in the United States, but later 
changed his mind. “Well, there are probably 
many who do, but 1 don't know if it is foe 
majority*. 1 guess they think the service is 
better over there. But many people here 
think that everythingis better over there," he 
said. 

The 61 -year-old postmaster has been 
working in the Mexican Postal Sen'ice for 
more than 30 years. He believes that, de^ite 
its lack of modernization, the delays inset- 
ting the mail delivered have been reduced. 

He said it takes about four days for a letter 
to get to Mexico City. “ It all depends on what 
state in the country it's going." he said. “A 
letter that needs to go to San Diego will get 
there in two or three days, so we're not that 
slow.” 

Nonetheless, many Mexicans who have 
dealt with their postal system say that one- 
week delivery is mon> normal.Some first- 
class letters from SanOiego to Tijuana arrive 
1 0 days later. 

“I know of that happening, yes. It happens 
often," Parga Alvarez said. “ What they (U.S. 
Postal Service) do is they see Mexico on the 
letter and it gets routed (he wrong way. The 
letter will leave for San Diego, go to Los 
Angeles and then get sent to Mexico City. 
Finally, the letter will arriv'e from Mexico 
City 10 days later.” 

A tour of postal facilities in downtown 
Tijuana revealed no conveyor-belts, no sor- 
ters, no computers — only clusters of workers 
sitting around large tables hand-sorting sacks 
of letters foe old-fashioned way. 

In one area of the central post office are 
more foan 4,000 rental boxes. Parga Alvarez 
said that customers who fail to pay the 
roughly 55 a half-year rental fee facet having 
their boxes sealed so they can't be opened.

SANTA MONICA, Calif. (LAT) — Beach 
Boys drummer Dennis Wilsoo and his cousin 
Stanley Love agiued recently in Santa 
Monica Superior Court to a mutual restrain- 
ing order, promiring not to harass, molest, 
threaten or strike each other again. 

T^e brief action before Superior Court 
Judge Jacqueline L. Weiss stemmed from an 
incident in January, when Love and fellow 
defendant Rushton Pamplin allegedly fougiit 
with Wilson in bis home in the Venice area of 
Los Angeles nearivy. 

But in court documents filed with foe case. 
Love and Wilson disagreed as to what pro- 
voked the encounter. 

In his statement. Love said be and Pamplin 
— who had worked with Brian Wilson, the 
Beach Boys' lead singer — confronted 
Dennis Wilson'“to prevent (him) from pro- 
viding narcotics and other da^rous drugs to 
my courin, Brisn Wilson, with whom I 
am as close as a brofov.” 

Dennis Wilson, iaiu5.statement,said that it 
was much more thana confrontation. He said 
he was chased throngb his bouse, beaten, 
kicked and struck;'. with a. telephone, and 
threatened by Love and Pamplin, who 
demanded that the. Beach Boys ^p a dvil 
action against Love and his brother, Stephen, 
who managed -the gro^. for ax years. 

The cross-complaint lawsuit fUed by sev- 
eral of the Beach Boys against Stanley Love 
and former manager Steifoen Love alleges 
mishandling of some of foe proceeds fromfoe 
sale of a limited partneiship-randi property in 
Santa Barbara COunty. 

Neither Dennis nor Man Wilson attended 
the court hearing. 

This is not the first of the strains to trouble 
the band, whose muric provided an American 
counterpoint to .foe English groups of the 
1960s. Brian WSson’s reduaveness during 
the late '60s and into the ’7(hlefttliegroup— 
composed chiefly of foe Loves and WHsons, 
who are brothers and cousins — without its 
main creative force, and tended to staU its 
music in foe 1960s teen surf motife 

Statements filed in the case by Stanley 
Love, former all-American and pro basket- 
ball player and brother of Beadi Boys singer 
Mike L^, dedared that he had alongsta^- 
ing femfly feud wifo-Dennis Witeon. 

For teveral years be^nningin 1975, Stan- 
ley Low's job, according to his statemimt, 
was“protector, aide and counsekw to try and 
rehabilitate'* Brian WHsoa, 

Love said he and Fam^din o^tersaw WiT- 
sra's “remaiicable rettovety. 1 did not allow. 


him to take any drugs, got him interested in 
exercising, and got him into better physical 
shape. Eventual, Brian was to resume his 
professional career and perform with the 
Beach Boys.” 

Since then, Love said in bis statements, he 
has been approached by Brian Wilson's rep- 
resentatives about resuming his role as pro- 
tector to the singer, whose “physical, 
psychological and mental health has 
deteriorated substantially within foe last 
year.” 

His statement argued that whatever action 
he took was justified as an effort to protect 
Brian Wilson. He said foe altercation was a 
“personal family matter and was not done to 
harass Dennis Wilson in any manner what- 
soever.” , 

In his account of foe confrontation with his 
cousin Dennis Wilson said he and a compan- 
ion were “attacked by both” Love and Pamp- 
Un, who broke down foe front door, “pursued 
me through three rooms of my house, break- 
ing wind^s and damaging ferniture.” 

Wilson said one of the men “held me down 
on the floor while foe other severely beat me” 


about the head and body. Wilson said he “lost 
consciousness after being hit in the head,” 
and again after being struck in the face with a 
telephone. 

Wilson dedared that be suffered a broken 
nose, injured foot, numerous cuts and bni'ises 
and a possible concusrion, and had to spend 
more than three hours in a hospital 
emergency room after foe incident. 

Id filmg the request for an injunction — 
which also requires Love and Pamplin to stay 
more than lOD yards from Donnie Wilson's 
home — Wilson added that be was in “con- 
stant fear of further attack” for himself and 
the other Beach Boys. 

“Stan and Rocky threatened me with more 
physical harm,” he said. “They told me if I 
did not dismiss this lawsuit against Stan and 
Stephen (Love), they would come back. They 
said this attack was only a ‘one* on a scale of 
'ten.' Next time would be a 'nine.' '' 

“They said this would be a warning to the 
other Boys, that Mike Love would be 
next if this lawsuit would not be dismissed,’* 
Dennis ^Kfilson stated. 


Lack of coordination cited 

U.N. commitment to Water Decade wanes

KUALA LUMPUR (Depfonews) — The 
resignation of asenior United Nations official 
has ^totlighted the U.N.'s apparent waning 
commitment to foe International Drinking 
Water Suj^ly and Sanitation Decade. The 
departing official is Peter Bourne, U.N. 
Development Program (UNDP) coordinator 
for foe Decade Pfogram and foe highest- 
ranking Ul<l. official working full-time on foe 
project. 

It is an open secret that Bourne is quitting 
because of inadequate U.N. support for foe 
Decade Program whidi completed its first 
year last December. His commitment to foe 
project is shown by his decision to maintain a 
close involvement; he is hewing establifo an 
(Mganization to coordinate foe United States 
voluntary effort for the Decade; 

Acem^g to Earthscan a London-based 
environmental agency, the UNDP has no 


plans to replace Bourne. This will throw an 
additional burden on UNDP deputy adminis- 
trator Arthur Brown, diainnan of the U.N. 
inter-agency steering committee for foe 
Decade. Coordinating the many U.N. ageo- 
des involved in foe Decade has been one of 
the major operational (fifficulties. 

A eduction in the campaign's effective- 
ness is deemed tragic, for it has foe potential 
to improve living standards for millions of 
pet^le. Brown himself pinpointed the far- 
rea^ng implications ctf a successful water 
and sanitation drive wben he commented: 
“Peiiiaps more foan anything else, foe wmter 
decade could revolutionize foe role of rural 
women forougbout foe world." 

A second indication of foe problems faring 
foe Decade comes from an analysis by the 
International Institute for Environment 
Development (IIED),whicfa claims in a 
recent report that foe proportion of fimds 
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committed by multilateral develt^mem 
agencies for water and sanitation is going 
down rather foan iq). 

Last year, for example, the World Bank 
allocated only 4.4 percent of ^tal commit- 
ments to waterand sanitation, compared with 
over 10 percent in 1979. The figures for foe 
Asian Development Bank foow a decline 
from 9.5 percent of total commitments to foe 
end of 1978 to 8.7 percent in 1977-78. 

At a pre-laundi water decade briefing in 
1980, U.N. offidab admitted that they did 
not ejq}ect foe Decade to meet its taiget of 
“clean waterand sanitation for all by 1990.” 

They were admitting foe obvious. To trans- 
late that slogan into reality would mean pro- 
viding water and sanitation facilities for 
500,000 additional people every day for foe 
next 10 years. 

the preMous trade record offered little 
hope. Water supply goals were set for foe 
U.N.’s Second Development Decade. Even if 
foe world body's taigeb had been met, there 
would have b^n 58 million more rur^ peo- 
ple without adequate water in 1980 foan at 
the beginning of foe Development Decade. 
But the goals were not met. 

Asa result, the task was even greater by the 
time the Water Decade got underway. The 
World Bank estimates foe capital cost at 
about $300 l^lion; manpower might prove 
an even bigger constraint. To reach even 
halfway toward* the target, at least one mil- 
lion new technical and commerdai personnel 
and community level water workers will have 
to be trained. 

Conq>etent observers note that foe U.N. 
was not properly prepared for the Water 
Decade, and has flailed to sustain its activities 
since the impressive launching ceremony. 
But they insist that because ctf the k^ role 
played by water and sanitation in raiang liv- 
ing standards, the Decade must not be 
allowed to fizzle out. Dr. Rita 
Mukhopadhyayof foe CenterforSdenceand 
Environmen t in New Delhi , for exanq>le, says 
at least 80 percent of all diseases in India are 
caused by insuffident water and sanitation. 

As UNDP'i Brown says, “The 
humanitarian arguments for the Decade are 
overvfoelming. 5 the wat« decade is only 
partially successftil in achieving its gpal, it 
could have more impact in alleviating human 
suffering and increasing human potential 
than any other United Nations 
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Swedish probe conservation, renewable energy

STOCKHOLM (PTI) — For nearly a 
decade now the question of energy supply has 
been agitating the Swedish sodeQr as nothing 
else could. Like the other highly industrial' 
ized West European coturcries, Sweden has 
also been feeling a strong need to replenish 
and. if possible, augment its essentiaily oil- 
based energy supply with alternative sources 
of energy. 

Considering the fact that oil curreptly 
accounts for about 78 percent of Sweden's 
total energy consumption, the task is far from 
ea^. Until 1975 Sweden held the distinction 
of being the world's largest per capita con- 
sumption of oil — nearly SO times as much as 
the per capita consumption in China and 75 
times as much as in India. 

According to Sweden's new energy poli^. 
the oO consumption by tbe end of this deca^ 
should drop to 20 million barrels from the 
current 65 million. This would call for an 
ambitious program of development of 
renewable energy' sources and a ma^ve cur- 
tailment in the use of oil through stringent 


conservaooD measures. 

In the long run, Sweden hopes to phase out 
nuclear power too, whidi now accounts for S 
perttot of the total energy consumption. The 
decision to do without nudear power is in 
conformity with the 1980 national referen> 
dum on ene^. Resodctious would also cmne 
into force on the future expansion of hydro- 
electric power. Together, these objectives 
demand a radical rehaiiling of Sweden's 
ene^ ^stem and a gradual tranotion to a 
varied base of supply alternatives. 

The Swedish government has already 
made an outlay of 1,125 million dollars to 
\)oost tbe development and application of 
non-renewable energy sources and a signific- 
ant Step in this direction is the setting up of an 
oil substitution fond under tbe 1981 Energy 
Act. Over the next three years, Sweden will 
provide a loan of 310 million dollars to vari- 
ous new oil-saving projects. 

During the next few years, Sweden wiD 
accelerate its research and development 
efforts aimed at developii^ its domestic 
renewable energy sources. This strategy 
involves developing appropriate techniques

Dear Mrs. Af..* Doctors make their dedsioDS on their own personal 
experience in practice. But what they do is tempered by reports they 
read of large scale studies of disease. 

I can understand your gynecologist^ difierenoe of opinion. Recent 
reports the American Cancer Sode^ and the American Collie 
of Obstetikiaiis and Gynecologists contribute to the confuaon. 

For example, the American Omoer Society has recommended 
"that all asymptomatic women age 20 and over, and those under 20 
who are sexually active, have a Pap test annually for two negative 
examinations arid then at least every three years until tiie age of 65. 

"A pelvic examination should be done as part of a general physical 
examination every three years from age 20 to 40 and armually, 
thereafter." 

They also recommend that "at menopause, women at h^ risk of 
developing endometrial cancer should have a Pap tes^ pelvic exami- 
nation, and endometrial tissue sample." 

But the American CoUege of Obstetricians and Gynecologists 
recommended "annual cytologic screen (Pap test) for cervical neop- 
lasia (cancer) for most of the women in the United States." 

However, 1 believe both sides agree that some women need to be 
tested more frequently than every three years: those whose first 
coitus was before age' 17 or who have o&er risk factors sudi as 
infertility, oberity. foiluie of ovulation,nbnoraial uterine bleeding or

WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP) — 
The adrhinistration of Ronald Reagan, 
caught up in delicate negotiations with 
China, is holding back a S60 million arms 
sale package for Taipei even though it 
appears lo have strong, support in Con- 
gress. 

The principal bang-up over the spare 
parts sale is China's insistence that the 
United States explicitly rule but selling 
advanced weapons to Taipei and at the 
same time afOrm that the pending parts 
sale would not be a violation of ^na's 
sovereignty. 

Talks between the United States and 
China have been under way io Peking for 
2V.! months. “It's turning out to as 
tough as drafting the Shanghai Coinmum'- 
que," said a former U.S. offidai, who 
helped set China policy under former 
President Carter. 

Ironically, the Peking government, by 
all indications, is prepared to let the parts 
sale itself go through. And in Congress, 
where a majority appears to favor strong 
des with China there is almost no inclina- 
tion to cut off Taipei completely. “I don’t 
know anyone who's against it,” said an

■ - Instead Reagan proposed to produce 100 
missOes. hairing 40 of them temporarily in 
existing silos while a permanent basing 
scheme was devised. Tills plan' was criticized 
strongly by Tower and others, who said 
Reagan had failed to close what is known as 
the ‘’vulnerability window.”

Volcano kills 12 in Mexico 


PICHUCALCO, Mexico. March 30 
( Agencies) — At least 1 2 persons were killed 
and 80 injured when a volcano erupted and 
spewed heavy ash over a wide area of south- 
eastern Mexico, municipal sources said 
Tuesday. Press reports said' several towns 
were isolated by the mounting ash from the 
1.340-mcter Chinchon volcano near 
Pichucalco. 885 kms southeast of Mexico 
City. 

Aviation authorities said the region's two 
largest airports, at Villahermosa and Tuxtla 
Gutierrez, were forced to close because the 
ash blocked visibility. The National Geophys- 
ics Institute said the volcano began to erupt 


Sunday night and sp>read a thick cloud of dust 
over a radius of 80 kms. 

The municipal sources said the deaths 
occurred in the towns of San Francisco, San 
Juan Ostoacan and Chinchonai. in the state 
of Chiapas bordering Guatemala. *The army 
said buf^reds of soldiers had been sent to the 
region to help victims. 

Authorities said at least three small towns 
were buried in searing lava and ash. A Red 
Cross spokesman reported at least 48 persons 
were being treated Monday night for a vari- 
ety of injuries connected with debris spewed 
by the volcano.

Too much sunlight causes 
skin cancer y scientist says 
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Chariots of Fire best film 


Fonda, Hepburn win Oscars 


DA'YTONA BEACH. Rorida. March 30 
(R) Too much sunlight not only causes 
skin cancer, it hinders the body's attempts 
to kill the disease off once it starts, a scien- 
tist with the U.S. National Cancer Institute 
said. Immunologist Margaret Kripke told a 
science writers' conference Monday that 
the ultraviolet light which produces a sun- 
tan and helps cause skin cancer ulso supres- 
ses the body's immune system, inhibiting its 
ability to kill tumors naturally. 

She said her results provided strong evi- 
dence that the body's immune system, 
which fights off assaults by bacteria and vir- 
uses. was also responsible for keeping 
sunlight-damaged cells from turning into 
tumors. But once the ultraviolet radiation 
damaged the immune system, the cancer 
began to grow unchecked, she added. She 
was speaking at the 24th annual science 
writers' seminar, sponsored this week by 
the American Cancer Society. 

. Another scientist* at the meeting, biolog- 


ist Robert Weinberg, said researchers had 
new evidence on the process in which one 
tiny part of a cell turns the whole unit can- 
cerous. Only one of the m’lllion segments of 
DNA — the "master-molecule” which 
programs growth — in a cell -is responsible 
for turning it into a wildly dividing cancer 
ait, new studies were showing. 

Weinberg said a single DNA segment 
might be capable of causing cancer in more 
than one oigan of the body, and that this 
probably happened when.thie organs poten- ' 
tially affected had developed from the same ' 
mass of tissue in the embryo. ‘ 

Mtciobiologist Ingegerd HeKstrom told 
the conference of experiments to develop a 
new technique for carrying radiation 
directly to the site of a cancer. She said three 
patients with terminal cancer had been 
g^en large doses of radioactive iodine 
attached tochemicals known as monoclonal 
antibodies, which bind to individual tumor 
cells and largely ignore health ceils. a 


Indian papers play up Gandhi feud 


NEW DELHI, March 30 (Agencies) — 
The rift between Indian Prirn'e Minister 
Indira Gandhi and her widowed daughter- 
in-law. Maneka, was splashed over the front 
pages of Indian newspapers Tuesday. 

Differences between the two women, 
rumored frequently following the death of 
Sanjay Gandhi in a plane crash in June I9fi0. 
climaxed Monday night with Maneka's deci- 
sion to leave the prime minister's house to be 
on her own. 

The two had clashed over Maneka's pres- 
ence at a Youth Congress conference in 
Lucknow Sunday, organized by political 
friends of her late husband. The prime minis- 
ter had said the meeting was anti-party and 
she disapproved of her daughter-in-taw's 
attendance. 

“It is a telling commentary on the deca- 
dence of Indian politics that family quarrels 
of persons in power are projected as issues of 
gr^t consequence to the nation ” the ladian 
Express newspjjier said in an edtiorial. 

Maneka, 27. and her son left Mrs. Gandhfs 
house Monday night and stayed overnight in 
a motel. Observers have said the rift, which 
now seemed total, might have serious politi- 
cal implications for the future of the ruling 


Congress Pany. which Mrs. Gandhi heads. 

The National Herald newspaper, consi- 
dered close to Mrs. Gandhi, said Maneka had 
been swayed by Mrs. Gandhi's political foes. 
"From the prime minister's side, it was an 
:^n choice for Maneka — to part company 
with the conspirators or leave the prime 
minister’s house.'* the paper said. 

It accused Maneka's mother. Mrs. 
Amteshwar Anand. of associating with the 
ri^it-wing Hindu militant organization Rash- 
triya Swayamsevak Sangh (national volun- 
teer corps). 

Almost all the city newspapers carried 
photographs of Maneka leaving the prime 
minister’s residence. Meanwhile, former 
forei^ minister and a leader of the opposi- 
tion Bharatiya Janata Parly. Atal Behari 
Vajpayee, said the developments “show how 
rattled Mrs. Indira Gandhi has become at the 
tiist faint sign of a revolt in her own house- 
hold.” 

Maneka's late husband. Sanjay Gandhi,, 
was the son of Indira Gandhi and her political 
lieutenant and heir apparent. He died in a 
stunt plane crash in June, 1 980. and his major 
political role has been taken over by his sur- 
viving brother. Rajiv Gandhi. 37.

S.Korean call rejected 

T0K>'0. M:irch 30 (R) — North Korea 
Tuesday dismis.sed South Korea's latest 
request for high-level talks in preparation 
for a summit between the leaders of the 
divided nation, the North Korean Central 
News Agenev' reported. 

It said the official newspaper Rodoi^ 
Sinmun Ciirried a commentary', under the 
title "Dog Barking at the Moon, as the First 
reaction to Seoul's renewed proposal last 
Friday for talks this month in Seoul, P>'on- 
gyang or Panmunjom. 

The South Korean government originally 
urged North Korea on Feb. 25 to hold talks 
on a summit between South Korean Presi- 
dent Chun Doo-Hwan and North Korean 
President Kim Il-Sung aimed at normaliz- 
ing bilateral relations. 
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LONDON. March 30. (R) — Many of rhe 
world‘ssupcrtankeni,thc controversial giants 
of the seaways, are sailing toward the scrap 
heap as the world oil glut takes its toll. 

For the bargain price of $2J million, the 
U.S. L:\xon company last week sold its 
215.000 deadweight tons (DWTj French- 
flag tanker C 550 Brett^ne to a scrap dealer in 
Taiwan. 

The Bretajinc was one of four such Exxon 
vessels built during the big tanker boom of 
the 1 970s that wore sold last week to Taiwan- 
ese or South Korean dealers for the value of 
their recv'cled mcial. 

British Petroleum's shipping director, 
Ronald Ilian, has described the tanker mar- 
ket us disastrous and said that some oil com- 
panies might have to consider selling off their 
fleets and instead chartering ships to suit their 
needs to save money. 

Ilian told the International Maritime 
Industry Forum here recently that about 
one-third of the entire world fleet of tankers 
was surplus to requirements, which he said 
was an amount equal to 120 million DWT. 

He calculated that the supertankers, 
known in trade jargon as Very Large Crude 
Carriers (VLCCl. were earning under char- 
ter arrungemenis on average almost 25 per- 
cent less than it co.^ to operate them. 

Ilian said it was unlikely that crude oil out- 
put b>- the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC), now at the 
lowest levels since the 1960s and a major 
source of business for the tankers, would 
pick up much this year. 

Tanker brokers operating here said that 
the best way to end the market's present 
depressed stale was to take as many ships as 
possible out of scn'ice. 

They said that only about 26 supertankers 
had been **n.xed'’ or provided with cargoes 
for the month of March, for example, while 
an estimated 40 ships were available for 
chanering. nn indication of how poorly the oil 
trade is doing at present. 

Abiml 20 to 24 million OWT of supertan- 
kers. equal to between 80 and 96 ships of 
250.Q00 tons each, have been laid up becuase 
of the lack of cargoes. British I^troleum 
alone has 14 vessels idled in Brunie, its east 
•Asian lay-up center, and expects the number 
to ri.se to 211 by the end of the year. 

in Ilian's glcn^my view, the surplus of 
supertankers is likely to last at least for the 
next five years, although smaller sized tank- 
ers in the lOO.OOO-DW'T range could return 
to profltubility within two or three years. 

He estimuied that a quarter of all tankers 
needed to be eliminated to mop up the supr- 
lus tonnage of ships presently available and to 
keep the new tankers under construction

from compounding the problem. 

But a woiicing party of the industiy forum, 
which is made up of tanker owners, their 
bankers and other shipping interests, found 
that it was not as simple as it seemed to get rid 
of the surplus ships. 

The group found that owners were reluc- 
tant to demolish the ships with the sale price 
of scrap metal cuTrently at low levels while 
the cost of the actual cnindiing of the tankers 
and moving them to the junk heap remained 
high. In 1981 only 39 supertankers were 
scrapped, representing only five percent of 
the entire fleet now afloat. 

Some of these ships shave become obsoles- 
cent because of agje or improving standards 
for safety and pollution, but by 1985-86 this 
obsolescence is going to become massive, 
according to the group. 


They called on shipowners, oil companies 
and governments to scrap older ^ips, bar 
further charteriog .for the moment and 
implement new and higher international 
standards. 


LA PAZ, March 30 ,(R) — Bolivia 
appeared virtually paralyzed by a 2-day 
strike which began Monday In protest at cost 
of living increases and following the deaths of 
six workers in a street demonstration last 
week. 

In La Paz, public transport came to a stand- 
still when drivers and other employees 
heeded the strike call by the banned Bolivian 
Workers Federation (COB), which grouped 
almost all workers until outlawed following a 
military coup in July, 1980. 

All shops were closed and bank employees, 
who Monday were supposedly working 
behind closed doors on adjustments to the 
banking system, walked out of their offices 
soon afler arrival. 

Telephone and telegraph links from La Paz 
to the rest of the country were interrupted as 
state-owned telecommunications company 
workers stopped work. It was impossible to 
contact other parts of the country to ascertain 
whether workers in Bolivia's vital tin mining 
industry kept to a pledge to paralyze private 
and public sector mines. School chUdren were 
also sent home from state-run schools.

U.S. spells stand 
on coffee pact 


LONDON, March 30 (AP) — The United 
States has mdled for annually set basic export 
quotas in its flrst statement on a new world 
coffee pact, being negotiated by the 73- 
nation International Coffee Organization. 

The U.S. delegation, led by RolUnde 
Pra^r of the offlee of the trade advber to the 
president, said such a quota should be based 
on average export performance of ICO 
exporter nations over a period of time to be 
negotiated. 

The proposal was made at a meeting of the 
coundTs 16-oation executive called to revise 
the economic rules of the international coffee 
agreement.

The printed proposal set forth intended

"The pioneer investor shall have the exclu- 
sive right to carry out pioneering activities in 
the pioneer area allocated to him.” it said. 

When the treaty enters into force, it added, 
the pioneer investor may apply for a contraa

seabed mining and “such applicationshall be 
approved by the authority.” 

The proposal did not identify the seven 
prospective "pioneer investors.” But pre- 
sumably they were those that appear on a list 
of "major deep sea mining investors” pre- 
pared ^ the U.N.

OPEC aide sees end to oil glut 
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COPENHAGEN, March 30 (AP) — The 
secretary-general of the Oiganization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries -(O^C) said 
here Monday the woildoU market is bound to 
stabilize whra the big oil companies have 
unloaded their large stockpfles. 

Marc Nan Nguema told a privately oigan- 
ized energy coi^renoe the oH companies and 
some non-OPEC oil-producmg countries are 
trying to manipulate the mai^et right now, 
but that they are bound to foil in the fooe of 
OPECs strength. 

Nguema said oil is being dumped on the ' 
wwld market from stockpiles at a rate of 5 
million barrels a day. But this, he said, would . 
come to an end within a conpie of months 
when the stockpiles cannot be reduced 
furthesrwithout upsetting the system. 

Attempts by some oQ companies to take 
advantage of Nigerians economic sitnation to 
force down the price of Nigerian curde were 
doomed to foil from the outset, Ngnema said. 

Nguema said OPEC needed no ^prom- 
ises*' or “guarantees" by ofl companies that 
they would refrain from pressuring Nigeria or 
any other OPEC member because “we are 
the strongest." 

He said he had not b^ advis^ of the 
desire by any member country for another 
emergency OPEC minis terial meeting. Bnt 
be noted diat OPEC has a sta nixing commit- 
tee watching developmCTts and in a poation 
to call a meeting at very short notice. 


Nguema addressed a conference organized 
by the Scandinavian Conference Board and 
the.Copenhageo bnsiness daily Boaiwit. He 
also made some of his remarks to a subse- 
quent news conference. 

Tbe OPEC secretary-general described 
the current OPEC benchmark prices, includ- 
ing that of Nigeria, as realistic. He s^ price 
reductions some non-OPEC producers, 
induding th^ operating in the North Sea, 
are an '^oi^rcompensation" after the 
pre^uoers "over exaggerated" the market 
situation- in 1979 by increasing their prices 
over OPECs.

In an unrelated development, Mexico, the 
world's fourth largest oil producer, has not 
ruled out a price cut for its exports next 
month, a spokesman for tbe Mexican oU 
monopoly Ifemex said Monday. 

The spokesman saJd PCmex was reviewing 
hs crude prices for April. "The price may go 
down, stay tbe same or go up. We have made 
no final determination yet,” he told Reuters. 

At tlK beginning of March Mexico sladied

exports by $2.50 to $32 JO a barrel and cat its 
heavy “Mayan” oO price by $1.50 to $25 a 
barrel.

North Amencan clothir^ industries lowered tbe 
cotton price from about $2.09 a kg(95 • ceois § 
pound) to about $1.41 a kg (64 cents a 
pound) last year. 

This hit the economies of Third World 
producers, which rely heavily on cotton 
although they are small compared witii die 
two grower giants, the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 

States such as Egypt, Sudan, and 
Nicaragua earn more than 25 percent of 
export income from cotton and for Chad it 
accounts for more than 70 percent. 

The Imir group 18 poor countries that 
grow one-third of world traded cotton says it 
will set up its own producers* alliance if no 
agreement is found, sources at the United 
Nations Conference on Trade and Develop- 
ment (UNCTAD) said. 

They are insisting any agreement should 
include provirions for stabilizing prices, 
something the United States and foe Euro- 
pean Economic Community (EEC) oppose, 
they said. 

UNCTAD has been crying to find a com- 
promise since taiks between producers and 
consumers broke up last May. 

The Imir group plans a meeting in April in 
Nigeria foat could lead to a producers' 
affiance if no progress is made here. 


Japan to offer 
more trade 
concessions 

TOKYO. March 30 (R) — Prime Minister 
Zenko Suzuk^aid Tuesday foat Japan would 
have to offer new trade concessions to its 
Western trading partners before foe June 
summit meeting of industrial powers is held 
in France. 

Telling reponers foat new proposals to 
encourage imports from the West could be 
made in mid-May, IHnance Minister Midiio 
Watanabe quoted Suzuki as saying at a 
cabinet meeting: “ We will have to axirider a 
second package which will be more substan- 
tial before the summit." 

Both the United States and foe European 
Common Market have made it clear foat they 
regard a previous package of measures, 
which included reductions in import tariffs on 
1,653 items, as inadequate in view of Japan's 
huge surpluses with the West. 

According to Foreign Minister Yoshio 
Sakurauchi, who visited Washington last 
week, Preridenr Ronald Reagan wants Japan 
to open its market further before foe June 
summit of seven major industrial nations to 
be held at Versailles. 

U.S. deficits seen 
blocking recovery 

WASHINGTON. March 30 (R) — High 
interest rates and big federal budget deficits 
in the United States are threatening the 
expected recovery from recession and hurt- 
ing foreign economies. Congressional anal- 
ysts have said. 

The Congressional Budget Office (CBO) 
said if U.S. deficits and interest rates stayed 
high “there is a substantial risk that the 
economy cannot sustain a recoveiy" forecast 
for later this year. 

The non-partisan CBO said in a report 
prepared for tbf Senate Budget Committee 
that West Germany and Britain were both in 
severe recessions, while Japan was experienc- 
ing lower growth than in previous years.

Dollar rates remain stable

JEDDAH, March 30 — The American 
currency continued to remain Tirm on the 
Tuesday exchanges despite some tcchnicai 
adjustments and profrt-taking moves by 
dealers wiio felt that the dollar had risen roo 
high. Eurodollar deposit rates continued to 
firm with the one-month rate now reaching 
levels of 1 5 7/1 6-1 5 9/1 6 percent compared 
with Monday's 15 3/16-13 3^16 percent 
levels. 

In the United States, sev’eral leading U.S. 
commercial banks jacked up their broker 
loan rales to 1 6 percent from 14 -\4 percent 
levels and the money markets were expect- 
ing further such moves, espcciall> on the 
prime lending rate front with prime rates 
now at 16-16 Vj percent. 

In New York, Federal Reserve “Fed 
fund" lending rates closed at (he highest 
level yet for the past two weeks, to trade at 
nearly 15 % percent compared with 13 V: 
percent one week ago. Dealers are begin- 
ning to privately wonder if dollar rates are 
approaching their peaks or have .some nay 
to go yet. but it is certainly true ihat the 
dollar s recent climb on the e.xchange mar- 
kets are primarily due to interest rate fac- 
tors. 

In foe bullion markets gold's fortune 
seemed to revive with prices reaching $327 
an ounce against Monday's $318. The rise 
started in New York on Monday night, but 
dealers were still hesitant to call h a sus- 
tained revival. In the local markets, riyai 
rates remained stable in the short tenors but 
there were slight increa.scs in the medium 
term tenors of about Vs to V4 percent. 

• In the European exchanges Tuesday, the 


Swiss franc fell back to 1 .9423 from 1 .9300 
opening levels after some further cuts in 
Swiss interest rates of Vj percent. The Ger- 
man mark was also weaker at 2.4165 from 
2.4090 levels with renew'ed concern over 
cuts in German interest rates. The French 
currency was stable, however, at 6.2500 
levelsTuesday compared with 6.2800 levels 
Monday and the European Monetary Sys- 
tem realignment issue seems to have 
receded into the background again for the 
French franc. The yen was help^ by state- 
ments from Tok)'0 to the effect that the 
Central Bank of Japan will defend the >’en 
against any further falls, and the yen stabil- 
ized at 246.50 levels compatc J to Monday's 
248.00 lows. Sterling was also weak at 
1 .7803 levels but rises in .short-term U.K. 
interest rates helped the pound to stabilize 
at 1.7810 levels. 

In the local exchanges, the spot riyal- 
dollar rate* opened at 3.4203-08 level but 
soon rose to 3.4205-12 levels by mid after- 
noon in some active trading. In tbe money 
markets, the one-month JIBOR rate 
remained unchanged compared to Monday 
levels of 14-14 percent but there was a 
slight rise in the medium tenors to take the 
three-month rate to 14 Vs-14 percent. 
Week-fixed rates were also slightly up ovef 
Monday rates to trade at 13 V*-IA ’'2 per- 
cent.

TarHeels’Jordan tilts the scale

WASHINGTON, March 30 — Tar Heels’ 
freshman Micheal Iordan popped from 16 
feet as 1 S seconds lit up the scoreboard clock 
before 61,612 fans at the Lowsiana Super- 
dome Monday night- The rest, as they say, is 
history. 

So, packed away into the archives of col- 
lege b^etball is a thrilling account of North 
C^lina's scrambling to its second NCAA 
tourney title, beating 63-62 a Georgetown 
team that should have won it all. Ihe No. 
1-ranked l^r Heels, favored by a point and a 
half, gave Dean Smith his first NCAA title in 
21 years of coaching and seven trips to the 
Hnal Four, the most recent being last year 
against eventual champion Indiana. 

It was a game of astounding basketball and 
mesmerizing drama. It came down to a cairn 
timeout amid the din of a record crowd; a 
jump shot from a youngster who's normally 
out of the spotlight; and a heartbreaking tur- 
nover that’s probably kept one Georgetown 
Hoyas awake for a while. 

Along the way were sterling performances 
by two awesome big men — Tar Heels’ James 
Worthy and Hoyas' Patrick Ewing. Worthy 


wound up with a gam e-high 28 poin ts and 
was the pick M the pla^fEs as most v^uable. 
Freshman Ewing, a seven-footer with the 
outside toudi of a feather and the inside 
power of a pro, had 23 points and 11 
rebounds. 

He also accounted indirectly for 10 of the 
Tar Heek first dozen or so points, leaping 
high to bat away shots from Woitipr and Sam 
Perkins, whowoundupwitblOpoints. Goal- 
tending calls early on illustrate the tenarm 
of the Hoyas, in their first cfaampion^p 
rame- since they lost to Wyoming in 1943. 
The game never le^y settled down, both 
teams keeping dose, but as the second half 
began wifii Nonh C^lina down 32-31, 
Georgetown at least appeared confident of 
stopping the Heels — except for Worthy.

Salvador rightists 
plan coalition rule 


SAN SALVADOR, March 30 (AP) — 
Rightist parties that together won a majority 
in Salvadoran elections joined in inviting the 
moderate Christian Democrats to rule with 
them. 

The agreement Monday among the five 
rightist parties appeared to lessen junta Pres- 
ident Jose Napoleon Duarte's chances of 
retaiiung power in the Salvadoran govern- 
ment now dominated by his Christian 
Democrats and backed by the United States 
in hs war against leftist guerrillas. 

Army troops fought Monday to regain con- 
trol of Usulutan, t^ country’s fourtii largest 
chy, where Sunday’s voting was cancded 
bemuse of combat. Traffic on the country’s 
two main east-west highways remained inter- 
rupted by guen^a barriers. 

The 60-member Constituent Assembly 
elected Sunday will have the power to name a 
new president to replace the junta, write a 
new constitution and arrant for elections. 

Christian Democrats, who led in the vote 
but fell short of a majority, greeted the unity 
proposal with caution. Second in the voting 
was the ultra-right Republican Nationalist 
Alliance, or Arena, of retired Maj. Roberto 
(f Aubuisson. 

Julio Adolfo Rey Prendes, former mayor 
of San Salvador and the second only to 
Duane in El SaJvadoi's Christian Democra- 
tic Party, said any alliances orunhy govern- 
ments will have to be widely discu^d. 

“We will have to be very careful,*' he told 
the Assodated Press in a brief interview at 
the elections center late Monday night. “At 
this moment Arena is trying to make it look 
tike it is final. Nothing is &al in politics." 

Although (T Aubuisson enthusiastically 
proclaimed that Arena and the four other 
parties had agreed to a coalition, a directorof 
his party and spokesman for the two other 
major ri^tist parties said these was no defi- 
nite ageeemeut. 

The parties were not expected to take any 
final action until they know bow many seats 
they have in the assembly. Because each of El 
Salvador’s 14 provinces was assigned a 
number of seats, the national vote totals did 


not necessarily reflect bow many seats a party 
would ‘have. 

D' Auboi^n's statement came after a lun- 
cheon U.S. Ambassador Deane R. Hinton 
held for leaders of all six parties in an aj^v- 
ent efibrt to encourage cooperation among 
them gainst the gueniDas. 

In Washington, U.S. Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig said the assembly should 
“ hold out the hand of conciliation" to guerril- 
las who are willing to join in the democratic 
process. Leftists boj^tted the elections. 
Th^ were fighting to oust the U.S.-ba{dced 
junta from power. 

U.S. obs^ers said Monday the elections 
were “fair and free" and join^ in the meet- 
ing with party leaders at Hinton's home. 
C^car Cerrato, an Arena director, said an 
agreement among the five parties “is not a 
definitive thing.” But if a coalition is formed, 
he said, he expects it to name a junta of one 
ciyfiianandtwo military members. 


U.S. to move 
people in war 

WASHINGTON. March 30 (AFP) — 
President Ronald Reagan has s^toved a 
$4,200 million plan to move, np to two- 
thirds of the dvQian population out of 
mtposed areas in case of fan panrirng nuc- 
lei war, as federal emergency manage- 
ment ageoqr spokesman said. The plan 
was elaborated the agency — whibb is 
involved in the study of consequences of a 
nuclear war — on its theory that a nuclear 
war would begin as “a general exchange 
that would come out of a period of heigh- 
tened international tension,'* rather than 
after a surprise attach, a spokesm^ sai d. 

If a nuclear war were deemed immi- 
nent, people livingnearfil potential miift - 
aiy t^ets and in 319 dties.and towns 
with populations of more Aan 50,000 
would be evacuatecL Under the piap, the 
civilians would go to sparsely inhabited 
areas with radiation detectors and medic et 
facilities. Each of the 50 states would be 
required to define the Hmits of each zone. 


5 die in French train blast 


LIMOGES, France, March 30 (R) — 
Police said Tnesday tiiat Monday night’s blast 
on a French express train which killed five 
persons and injured 28 was caused by a pack- 
age of explosives on a li^gage rack. Bat they 
s^ it was not dear whether it was a bomb 
attack' or whether explosives being trans- 
ported by terrorists bad gone off acddentally. 

The police said the package exploded as 
tile Paris-Toulouse Express, with 300 per- 
sons aboard, sped at around 140 kmsan hour 
toward Limoges. No one has claimed respon- 
sibility for the blast. * 

The explosion coincided with the expiry of 
an ultimatum issued to the French govern- 
ment the international terrorist known as 
“Carlosf' to release two members of his 
oiganization arrested in Paris in February. 
Interior Minister Gaston Defferre said at the 
weekend.be was taldng the threat from Car- 
los, nicknamed “The JackaT’, very seriously. 

The blast occurred about 20 kms from 
Limoges. The express stayed on the tracks 
but the explosion blew ont the end of a coa^

Germany begins

BONN, March 30 (AP)— Work hasbegun 
on Gfennan sites forU.S. Pbishing 2 and 
Cruise missfles which NATO will deplc^next 
year if the Soviet Union fails to remove $$-20 
rockets from its Western European border, a 
Foreign Ministry ^kesman said Tuesday.

News of the move came after ChaocelloT 
Helmut Schmidt publicly reinforced ^ 
determination to d^loy the U.S.-buiIt mis- 
sfles if tile Soviet Union does not dismantle hs 
SS-20 rockets. 

Schmidt frequently has expressed his per- 
sonal concern over Soviet mflitazy might 
since the emergence last year of a vo^ West 
German peace movement opposed to new 
U.S. and Soviet mi^fles in Europe.

E. Germany 
to aid Poland 

EAST BERLIN, MardLSO (Agencies) — 
Poland and East Germany have agreed to 
buSd np industrial cooperation to fight West- 
ern sanctions against the Wkrsaw military 
r^iuie and to overcome the mutual difficul- 
.ties caused by Poland’s economic troubles. 

A communique issued simuttanebusly 
Tuesday in Warsaw and East Berlin after 
Gen. Wojciech Janizelskf s visit here Mon- 
day for talks wkb East Gennan leader Erich 
Hraedcer said long-term needs bad to .be 
assured. This refez^ partiodaily to fiiel, 
raw materials, chemical products, maduneiy, 
decixical and electronic equipment and oon- 
sumer goods, the joint communique said. 

“Ibe solution of the most argent economic 
problems in both countries and the political 
sanctions ^plied by csqritalist states required 
more effit^t and planned use the two 
stated industrial capabilities to mutual 
advamtage," it said. 

Since ^ imposition of martial law in 
Poland several Western countries, led by the 
United States, have imposed economic sanc- 
tions against Poland and the Soviet Union. 
Poles regard East Germany as being a con- 
snmet’sparadise with ridily-stodced shops in 
comparison to Warsaw’s queues and empty 
shdves. 

The comroonique also condemned allegefl 
U.S. interference in Polish afEaiis and 
claimed American economic sanctions 
against the martial law regjme violated 
human ri^ts. “The •.German Democratic 
Republic and the Peoples RepnUic of Poland 
decisively reject interference of the United 
States a^ NATO in the internal affairs of 
Poland,” it sud. 

“The pol^ of threats and teyootts 
directed ^;ainst Poland, the Soviet Union 
and other Socialist states is an extremely 
crude offense against human rights, it endan- 
gers international security and impairs tiie 
mutually advantageous relationriiip between 
states of different social systems," the com- 
munique added. 

Meanwhile, the Warsaw Solidarity unkm 
chief Zlugniew Bujak, in hiding sinoe mgrtifll 
law was imposed last December, has called 
for passive shows of “our streng^ our pres- 
ence and our unity" to l^p the indepradent 
labor movement alive.'

161dlled in Brazil jail revolt 


. SAG PAULO, Brazil, Maidi 30 (R) — 
Frefe troubte broke out Tbesday at a Sap. 
Paulo prison nhere 1 6 persons were kUled in 
a revolt Mood^, but pdHce quickly brou^t 
■ fee Btuation -lUider control, a police 00m- 
mandte' said. Two brief gun batties betwemi 
prisoners and heavily armed police ended 
wife no casualties and no hosta^ taken, he 
told rq>orters. He gave no further details. 

Earner a police qiokesman nqiorted that 
two hosta^ had bMn seized by fee prison- 
ers. PoGoe sonrees said fee shooting broke 
ont in wing 8 of .tiie prison in central Sao 
Paolo, but was biou^t under contrd wife 
smoke bombs.
